Mak ing an ex cav ation in the heart of London 
for a new office bu ilding, British work men the 
other day came u p on some relics of the v ery dis­ 
tant p ast — relics of the day when London was 
an ou tp ost of the British emp ire, a p rov incial 
garrison on a distant island. 
They fou nd a nu mber of interesting things; 
old Roman tools, lamp s, bits of brok en p ottery , 
p ilings that mark ed the first of London riv er’s 
wharv es, and so on. Their finds, archaeologists 
say , date back to the first centu ry of the Chris­ 
tian era. 
Of cou rse, the London su bsoil is fu ll of su ch 
things, and there isn’t any thing esp ecially new 
or startling abou t this latest find. Bu t the whole 
bu siness stimu lates the - imagination, somehow. 
It mak es ancient history seem real and it giv es 
u s an eerie glimp se into the fu tu re. 
When those relics were first dep osited there, 
Rome was what London is today ; the cap ital of 
a far-flu ng emp ire, filled with tradesmen, admin­ 
istrators, ship p ers and “emp ire bu ilders.” You ng 
Romans, one imagines, sailed for administrativ e 
p osts in the British isles mu ch as y ou ng English­ 
men, half a centu ry ago, sailed for similar jobs 
in India. They felt that they were going to the 
v ery ends of the earth, and the p lacid riv er 
Thames — as Conrad p oints ou t in his “Heart of 
Dark ness” — mu st hav e seemed as my steriou s 
and su btly hostile as the Congo seemed to the 
rov ing y ou ng Englishmen of the last centu ry . 
It is easier to mak e Roman civ ilization seem 
real by drawing that p arallel. The imp erialism 
of the Caesars was. after all, v ery lik e that of 
Qu een Victoria’s day . There were far-off col­ 
onies to be dev elop ed, and England, which was 
to hav e colonies of its own some day , was a raw 
and wild land that needed cu ltiv ation. 
And all of this mak es one look ahead. Rome’s

While many reformers are flou ndering abou t 
in efforts to bring abou t the millenniu m throu gh 
one short cu t or another, it shou ld be borne in 
mind that more attention to the simp le p rac­ 
tices of thrift u p on the p art of the p eop le gen­ 
erally wou ld div ert many a p erson from the 
p athway s of crime to the p athway s of right liv ­ 
ing.
